Boating 

The  glistening  waters  of 
the  Lake  beckon  boating 
enthusiasts  throughout  the 
Midwest.  Houseboats, 
sailing  vessels,  power 
boats,  fishing  crafts  and 
recreational  boats  of  all 
sizes  can  be  seen  on  the 
Lake. 

Marinas 

Three  marinas,  developed 
along  the  shores,  are  ready 
to  service  and  dock  the 
varied  crafts.  Twenty-two 
boat  launches  are 
available,  providing 
convenient  access  to 
miles  of  open  water. 


Fishing 

The  most  popular  fish  found  in  Lake 
Shelbyville  are  white  and  iargemouth  bass, 
black  and  white  crappie,  waiieye,  biuegiii, 
channel  catfish  and  buliheads.  Northern 
pike,  smaiimouth  bass,  fiathead  catfish  and 
muskie  are  aiso  caught,  in  all,  24  varieties 
have  been  caught,  inciuding  a  record  walleye. 

Swimming 

Three  large  beaches  entice  visitors  to  the 
waters’  edge.  Long  stretches  of  warm  sand 
provide  comfort  for  sunbathing.  Shower 
faciiities  and  comfort  stations  are  also 
available. 

Water  Skiing 

Long  expanses  of  open  water  provide  some 
of  the  best  water  skiing  available  anywhere. 
Smooth-water  coves  provide  the  n^lce  a 
place  to  learn  while  the  challenges  of  open
